Sir Eric Vansittart Bowater, 
chairman of the big Bowater New- 
foundland Pulp and Paper Mills, 
made the disclosure Saturday at 
the company’s headquarters here. 

He said a reply is being awaited 
from the United States Govern- 
ment to a request for a certificate 
of necessity—required before a 
start can be made on the project. 

Sir Eric said the plant, an in- 
tegrated newsprint and kraft sul- 
phite mill, would be built near 
Chelston, in eastern Tennessee. 

The development would have an 
annual capacity of 1,300,000 tons 
of newsprint and 50,000 tons of 
kraft sulphite. Sir Erie declined 
to estimate cost of the proje@. 

The Bowater’s chairman said 
the establishment of the Tennessee 
plant would have no effect on 
sales to the United States by the 
Newfoundland mills. 

He added that several details 
still have to be worked out and 
a favorable reaction from the U.S.

U.S. Launches 
New Drive On 
World Cartels

GENVEA, Sept. 9—The United 
States has launched a new attack 
on the problem of international 
cartels. 

By a resolution to be introduced 
Monday in the economic and so- 
cial council, the United States is 
asking for the establishment of a 
committee of seven nations to 
study and submit recommenda- 
tions on methods to be adopted 
by international agreement for 
preventing the growth of restric- 
tive business practices. Among the 
practices listed as objectionable 
are those which . restrain inter- 
national competition, limit access 
to markets or foster monopolistic 
control. Both public and private 
commercial enterprises are includ- 
ed within the scope of the pro- 
‘posed action. 

Behind this new move is the 
‘conviction of the United States 
‘government that some kind of in- 


‘ternational action to expose, deter 


and ultimately to prevent the re- 
strictive practices commonly asso- 
ciated with international cartel 
agreements is essential both in the 
immediate interest of United 
States business and, in the long 
run, in the interest of international 
commercial stability and economic 
development. Having failed to get 
approval of a charter of the in- 
ternational trade organization 
which contained provisions for in- 
ternational action in the cartel 
field the United States now be- 
lieves some alternative mode of 
procedure must he initiated. This

Mossadegh Again 
Denied Faith Vote

TEHRAN, Monday, Sept. 10— 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh 
was unable to extract a vote of 


confidence from the Majlis Sun- 


day. For the second time in four 
days, opposition deputies managed 
by their absence to prevent a 


voting quorum. 

At the end of a long address, 
Mossadegh announced that his 
government would nevertheless 
go ahead with plans to expel 
British technicians from Abadan 
if Britain did not agree within 
two weeks to resume oil negotia- 
tions on Iranian terms. 

The Iranian ultimatum, or as 
the Premier said, aide memoire, 
would be conveyed to Britain 
through W. Averell Harriman, 
who had acted as mediator during 
the recent abortive British-Ira- 
nian oil negotiations. Hussein Fa- 
temi, assistant to the Premier, 
said later that Nasrollah Ente- 
zam, Iranian ambassador to the 
United States, would hand the 
document to Harriman Tuesday. 

Mossadegh gave the opposition 
deputies until then to step for- 
ward if they dared and state their 
objections or vote against the 
government in a special session 
of the Majlis. Opposition group 
deputies, believed to number 
about 15, are expected to meet 
privately Monday to determine 
what action if any should be taken 
in this respect. 

Last Wednesday, the Senate 
with less than half its members 
present, gave Mossadegh a vote of 
confidence on the basis of the 
government’s oil nationalization 
policy including the decision to 
expel British technicians if Brit- 
ain failed to respond to the Ira- 
nian demand for further talks. 
There were no disgéenting votes. 

In his address Sunday, Mossa- 
degh expressed concern over the 
foreign exchange crisis resulting 
from the absence of oil revenues. 

“I believe that the British gov- 
ernment, by its procrastination, 
wants to bring the Iranian nation 
and government to their knees 
and thus impose its own condi- 
tions on the country,” the Premier 
declared. “This would be against 
international harmony and would 
even be damaging to Britain, be- 
cause when the Iranian nation is 
forced to its knees there will be 
powers other than Britain and 
stronger than Britain to snatch 
Iran away.”

Funds for its Puerto 
Rican project were provided by 
the Puerto Rican government. 

The island’s improvement pro- 
gram was started to overcome 
under - industrialization, under - 
employment, rock bottom stand- 
= of living and a zooming birth 
rate. 

As an inducement to business, 
Puerto Rico put through a tax 
abatement plan to remain in ef- 
fect until 1960. It also provided 
such services to private enter- 
prise as recruiting and testing 
workers, planning transportation, 
and building housing, schools and 
hospitals for workers. 

By April, 1951, 106 new plants 
had been established. Additional 
plants are in the negotiation stage 
which could add some $50,000,000 
of industrial investment to Puerto 
Rico’s economy.

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Not Peace, But Not Yet a Sword! 


Solemn agreements between nations do 
not bring peace, but the Japanese treaty, 
signed by 48 nations and Japan, comes 
nearest yet to guaranteeing peace — save 
for one important,' gloomy fact. The So- 
viets did not sign it. 

Therefore, Soviet Russia is still at war 
with Japan. True, she did not move into 
that bitter contest until the atomic bomb 
was dropped. Then she hurried in to be 
able to argue for a place in the occupation 
and in the treaty decisions and ever since 
she has sought to prevent peace. 

So she is not a'party to the treaty. But 
little else has changed. 

All the world knew she would not sign. 
The choice before her is as before—to go 
to war or not to go to war. 

Her objectives remain the same. She 
must have Germany and the Ruhr to dom- 
inate Europe. She cannot dictate to all of 
Asia unless she occupies and controls Ja- 
pan. That was true before she walked out 
at San Francisco, where in 1945 she 
pledged herself to the United Nations and 
to world peace in agreements broken cyn- 
ically and ruthlessly in the months that 
followed. Russia then revealed that she 
will agree only if the agreement is every- 
thing she demands and if the benefits are 
all hers. 

So the fact she walked out has changed 
little. Her propaganda will continue. She 
will attempt to picture the United States 
as backing Japan in a military recovery so 
that. the Japanese can resume an imperial- 
istic campaign against the countries and 
peoples of Asia. 

ussia’s propaganda will not be as 
easily accepted as before. There were 
Asiatic peoples at the treaty. They spoke 
out. There were Arab peoples there. They 
signed. The delegate from Ceylon left 
words in the air which will be heard again 
and again when he said of the Russian 
treaty proposals that Russia advocated 
freedoms for the Japanese which the Rus- 
sian peoples would like to have for them- 
selves. 

India was not even present and, in a 
sense, her absence was more serious than 
Russta’s walk-out. 

India is the key to Asia. Her prime min- 
ister, Nehru, has followed an inconsistent 
and puzzling line since he first stood bold- 
ly against Russian aggression in Korea. He 
chose to remain away from San Francisco 
rather than be present and debate. This 
fact, plus the Russian withdrawal, makes 
the treaty no more than a step toward

For one thing, the people of the United 
States saw through the printed word and 
the .TV screens and heard by radio the 
great ability of their very able Secretary 
of State, Dean Acheson. At all times he 
was the master of parliamentary proce- 
dures. He kept the Russians off balance 
and on the defensive. 

All the followers of the “McCarthyism” 
line saw that here was a man able and in- 
telligent to a degree that he incurred the 
hatred of the Communist forces who came 
to wreck the peace treaty but who were 
balked by the shrewd American Secretary 
of State. America saw that Dean Acheson 
is not an appeaser as McCarthy’s lies 
have it. 

As Mr. Acheson said, this is a treaty 
which should guarantee peace. There is 
nothing hidden in it. There are no reserva- 
tions, secret or implied. There are no pri- 
vate agreements. 

It allows the Japanese people to follow 
new leadership and to grow and to join 
the free nations of the world in the demo- 
cratic concept of free peoples. 

The treaty reflects the integrity of John 
Foster Dulles, Republican leader whose 
appointment by the President testified to 
the Administration’s good faith, as well as 
of the Secretary of State and all others 
who had a hand in its creation. 

It is a good, humane, civilized treaty. 

The Japanese praised it. They apolo- 


. gized for the spirit of the nation which at- 


tacked at Pear] Harbor while their envoys 
talked peace. They pledged themselves to 
peace, democracy and good will. 

So we turn and there is the Soviet na- 
tion—bent on world conquest and the de- 
struction of individual freedom and will. 
There she sits—with sole determination of 
the future. She can go to war, or she can 
have peace. The odds are she will take 
neither for the moment. She will prepare 
for war, the while she seeks to confuse, di- 
vide and weaken. 

The free nations must continue their 
united front. They must grow stronger so 
that when the Soviets again face the issue, 
they will be forced to decide against war. 

We must conquer, finally, with ideas 
and by demonstrating that our own ideas 
and ideals are superior. But they must 
have the strength of our protecting arm 
while the battle of nerves and ideology 
goes on.

Conant Sees No 


Atomic War Danger 


WASHINGTON—Coming from a man of his 
eminence and scientific knowledge, the country 
can find some reassurance in the statement the 

other day by Dr. James Bryant Conant, president of Harvard 
University, that he sees no danger of the world being convulsed 
by an atomic war. 

After gazing into his crystal ball, Dr. Conant, in a speech 
before the American Chemical Society in New York, said in effect 
that the Russians will dare not plunge the world into an atomic 
war so long as the possibility exists their own industrial power 
being destroyed by counter atomic attacks. 

The Harvard president was obviously referring to the Soviet 
Union, though he did not mention it by nage, when he made this 
prediction: The industrialized nations of the world will avoid 
“deindustrializing each other with atomic bombs only by the nar- 
rowest of margins,” beeause “time and again when’ one side or 
the other was about to take the plunge ... the expert military 
advisers could not guarantee ultimate success.” 


Strong Deterrent In other words, as he sees it, the power 

of destruction a nation such as ours has, 
when armed with atomic weapons, is so great that it may be relied 
on as a successful deterrent against an aggressor nation launching 
another world war that might involve us. 

The Conant thesis is one that is known to hold favor in the 
highest military circles of the government. While the Russians 
are an unpredictable lot and: have done many crazy things, the 
feeling all along in these circles has been that the military advisers 
of the Kremlin would never allow. them to take the final step 
that would plunge the Soviet Union into an atomic war with us. 

Dr. Conant was one of the group of scientists that aided in the 
development of the atom bomb. Hence he knows far more than 
any layman what its war potential is. Moreover, he is in position 
to know the extent of our present stockpile, what progress we 
have made on the mightier hydrogen bomb, and how far we have 
gone in the development of other atomic weapons. 


Experienced Hand ven if the Russians were as far 
along the road of progress in atomic 


developments as we are—and they are by no means near us— 
there would still be little cause for concern—as the eminent 
Harvard scientist sees it. No nation headed by men in their 
right minds deliberately invites self-destruction. What else may 
be said of old Joe Stalin, no one has ever accused him of not 
knowing what he was doing. He has ruled Russian with an iron 
hand too long for that sort of accusation to apply. 

Looking further into his erystal ball, Dr. Conant made another 
interesting prediction. He foresaw where the present rearmament 
program of the democratic nations will result in a “great settle- 
ment” of the issues now disturbing world peace. Here is the way 
he puts it: 

“To my mind the prospects today are far more hopeful than 
they were two years ago. The peoples of the free world have 
been awakened from their dreams of an easy peace; they have 
faced up to the realities of the mid-twentieth century. Before 
long they will be armed and ready. When that day comes, one 
can begin to talk about a real settlement of the international 
situation.”

NEW YORK—So that you may better appraise the conduct of Time, Life and 
Fortune and of Henry Chinaboy Luce, their proprietor, I present information and. 
comment on the selection of Margaret Bourke-White to make photographs of 
airplanes of the Strategic Air Command which were published in Life. I have 
already presented an incomplete but abundant statement of this woman’s con-~- 
nections with Communist fronts, as reported to Congress by the House Committee

Therefore, Soviet Russia is still at war 
with Japan. True, she did not move into 
that bitter contest until the atomic bomb 
was dropped.

So she is not a'party to the treaty. But 
little else has changed. 

All the world knew she would not sign.

She cannot dictate to all of 
Asia unless she occupies and controls Ja- 
pan. That was true before she walked out 
at San Francisco, where in 1945 she 
pledged herself to the United Nations and 
to world peace in agreements broken cyn- 
ically and ruthlessly in the months that 
followed. Russia then revealed that she 
will agree only if the agreement is every- 
thing she demands and if the benefits are 
all hers. 

So the fact she walked out has changed 
little.

But they must 
have the strength of our protecting arm 
while the battle of nerves and ideology 
goes on.

the other was about to take the plunge... the expert military 
advisers could not guarantee ultimate success.” 


o In other words, as he sees it, the power 
Strong Deterrent of destruction a nation such as ours has, 
when armed with atomic weapons, is so great that it may be relied 
on as a successful deterrent against an aggressor nation launching 
another world war that might involve us. 

The Conant thesis is one that is known to hold favor in the 
highest military circles of the government. While the Russians 
are an unpredictable lot and have done many crazy things, the 
feeling all along in these circles has been that the military advisers 
of the Kremlin would never allow. them to take the final step 
that would plunge the Soviet Union into an atomic war with us. 

Dr. Conant was one of the group of scientists that aided in the 
development of the atom bomb. Hence he knows far more than 
any layman what its war potential is. Moreover, he is in position 
to know the extent of our present stockpile, what progress we 
have made on the mightier hydrogen bomb, and how far we have 
gone in the development of other atomic weapons. 
Experienced Hand Even if the Russians were as far 

along the road of progress in atomic 
developments as we are—and they are by no means near us— 
there would still be little cause for concern—as the eminent 
Harvard scientist sees it. No nation headed by men in their 
right minds deliberately invites self-destruction. What else may 
be said of old Joe Stalin, no one has ever accused him of not 
knowing what he was doing. He has ruled Russian with an iron 
hand too long for that sort of accusation to apply. 

Looking further into his erystal ball, Dr. Conant made another 
interesting prediction. He foresaw where the present rearmament 
program of the democratic nations will result in a “great settle- 
ment” of the issues now disturbing world peace. Here is the way 
he puts it: 

“To my mind the prospects today are far more hopeful than 
they were two years ago. The peoples of the free world have 
been awakened from their dreams of an easy peace; they have 
faced up to the realities of the mid-twentieth century. Before 
long they will be armed and ready. When that day comes, one 
can begin to talk about a real settlement of the international 
situation.”

What Determined the Choice? 


NEW YORK—So that you may better appraise the conduct of Time, Life and 
Fortune and of Henry Chinaboy Luce, their proprietor, I present information and 
comment on the selection of Margaret Bourke-White to make photographs of 
airplanes of the Strategic Air Command which were published in Life. I have 
already presented an incomplete but abundant statement of this woman’s con- 
nections with Communist fronts, as reported to Congress by the House Committee 


on Un-American Activities. 


There is no flat statement that she ever was a member of the Com- 


munist Party and the reason for her association with Communist fronts is left unexplained. Miss 
Bourke-White could be truly loyal to the United States and still be regarded as a poor security 


risk in this particular case if her emotional sym- 
pathies and her judgment were untrustworthy. 
Repeatedly the point has been made in debates 
on the reliability of individuals that a person who 
associates with Communists might disclose in- 
formation inadvertently. 


If there were surplus photographs which Life 
did not publish, who has custody of them? Would 
that person be equally tolerant of Communist 
fronts? How many prints were made of such 
shots and are they all accounted for and are they 
now in reliable hands? Could they have been 
left unguarded long enough to permit some un- 
trustworthy person to photograph them in an art 
room or to make an expert eye appraisal of 
details of great American aircraft? 


The value of this magazine feature to the 
American lay public, whe would see it in 
barber shops and dentists’ anterooms, may 
not have been sufficient to justify the Air 
Force in permitting anyone outside the most 
trustworthy limited group within the corps 
to get that close te the B-47 and the B-36, 
and to reveal the mechanics of the refueling 
device shown so plainly in the Life layouts.

This fact led back, of course, to 
the question of what became of the unpublished 
shots. 

But the tag-line of this discussion must be:

Margaret Bourke-White out of thousands of pho- 
tographers in the United States to make portraits 
of its candidates for President and Vice Presi- 
dent, and why did she feel so kindly toward “the

NEW YORK—One of the biggest, roughest, costliest and least-watched inter- 
national sports evénts will take place later this month in a stretch of turbulent 
water about the size of two city biocks—a stretch named Soldier’s Rip, near 


Wedgeport, Nova Scotia. 


It is the eighth annual Tuna Cup match, contested this 


year by teams from the U. S., Cuba, Argentina, Peru, Chile, Britain and the Scan- 


dinavian countries.

The rugged Cuban team late last week took a short 


cut from Havana to Nova Scotia through a secret pass*named the 21 Restaurant, on 52nd Street, 


and their hosts in New York—Irving Feist and Adam Gimbel, 


invited me to listen in. 


With the resignation of nuclear physicists at- 
tempting to explain atomic energy to Dagmar, 
the crack Cuban fishermen set about their task: 


It’s hard to pick a winner in advance, 
said Cuco Collado, one of the strong men of 
the team, because the monstrous mackerel 
(a tuna is a mackerel with pituitary trouble) 
are ornery.

Korea, Manchuria or Maybe Siberia? 


WASHINGTON—Without exception, the American leaders still believe that the Soviet leaders 


do not want a general war, and they are 
None the less, 


“holding that thought,” as the pep lecturers used to say. | 
it is also true that the fever chart is currently rising continuously and perceptibly, | 


because of the increasing signs that the enemy in Korea means to end the Kaesong truce talks 


with another all-out offensive. 

The signs are not conclusive. The offensive, 
if it comes, may perhaps be limited in scope. But 
on the whole, if the Chinese and North Koreans 
resume fighting in deadly earnest, it is expected 
to be a vastly more serious matter than the 
mere dragging continuation of the war on the 
old, pre-Kaesong basis. At the very least, there 
will be many heavy pressures on the side of 
widening the Korean fighting into a full-scale 
Far Eastern war. 


For one thing, if the hopes raised by the 
Malik proposal and the Kaesong talks prove 
to be false, American public opinion is likely 
to be so outraged that the whole precarious 
concept of limited war will come apart at 
the political seams. Yet the main danger is 
undoubtedly in the air, and it is a greater 
danger than most people think. 


If the air danger materializes, it will do so in 
two stages, as it were. The first will be simple 
enough. The 400 to 500 Soviet jet fighters, and 
the 500 to 700 older model] Russian fighter 
bombers and medium bombers now in Manchuria 
will be thrown into the battle at the beginning 
of the enemy offensive. This Chinese and North 
Korean force (which is quite probably piloted 
largely by Eastern European “volunteers”) may 
well achieve substantial initial successes, since 
our troops in Korea have no experience of enemy 
air action. In any case, the issue of counter- 
attacking the enemy air bases in Manchuria will 
at once be squarely posed. 

Thus the second stage of the danger will open. 
Last December, when Prime Minister Attlee flew 
to Washington to plead with the President to 
limit the Korean War, his greatest fear was that 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur would be allowed to 
attack the Manchurian air bases. At that time 
the British participants in the White House talks 
claimed to have “hard intelligence” that Ameri- 
can air attacks on Manchurian targets would

bring the Soviet Air Force in Siberia into the 
fighting. 


Since that close-to-hysterical White House 
meeting last December, a lot of water has gone 
over the dam. For one thing, the American 
Chiefs of Staff have thrashed out with their 
British and French opposite numbers the hypo- 
thetical question, “What to do if enemy air enters 
the Korean fighting in heavy force?” The agreed 
answer, decided upon, to be sure, some time be- 
fore the Kaesong truce talks, was that counter- 
attacks beyond the Manchurian border would 
then become unavoidable. Thus it is now official 
policy, if need arises, to take the action that 
British “hard intelligence” said would bring the 
Russians into the war. 


Perhaps knowledge of the Anglo-Franco- 
American agreement may also have altered the 
Soviet intentions reported by Prime Minister 
Attlee last December. High-level Pentagon opin- 
ion at the moment is that even after all-out air 
fighting begins, the Soviets will not send in their 
own Siberian air power unless the Chinese and 
North Korean air units sustain a severe defeat. 

Finally, if the Soviet air power in Siberia is 
thrown into the fight, it will be an incalculably 
serious business in the simplest, most local mili- 
tary sense. 


In short, the Soviet air power in the Far 
East today is greater than our own. In the 
light of all these facts, the risks of a serious 
renewal of the Korean War ought to be plain 
to anyone. Yet perhaps the greatest danger 
is that these risks may not be plain to the 
Kremlin. 


The Soviet rulers may be pressed by the Chi- 
nese, or tempted by the hope of a knockout 
blow, or ready to gamble on the obvious possi- 
bility that a full-scale Far Eastern war will 
isolate America from the other Western allies.

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‘Funny Papers’ Even Before the Comics 


There's an old saying that vou don’t have 
to be crazy to be a newspaper man, but it 
helps. Looking back at some of the names of 
Atlanta papers in the early days certainly 
proves the wheeze to be correct. “The Lumi- 
nary” was founded in 1846. The sheriff wasn't 
an editor, but he took over in °47. “The Mis- 
cellany” was moved to Atlanta from Madison 
in 1847. Two years later it suspended publi- 
cation “because of smallpox breaking out in 
the city.” Whether it was responsible for the 
epidemic or not, the record doesn’t say. “The 
Whig Reveille” didn’t arouse the people so it 
blew up in four months. “The Knight of 
Jericho” commenced publication in 1855. 
The walls came tumbling down a year later. 
“The Discipline’ was something the people 
weren't ready for. “The Olive Branch” waved 


briefly in 1857. “The Locomotive” wrecked 
itself in 1858 before it got a good start. “The 
Cherokee Baptist and Landmark Banner,”— 
with that one we give up! “The Examiner” 
was established in 1854. Dr. Ramsey, its edi- 
tor, must have been dissatisfied with its ex- 
amination, as he committed suicide shortly 
thereafter. “The Miscellany” was revived later 
and set some sort of newspaper record when 
at the end of three months it stil] had ‘only 
one subscriber. Dr. Joseph Thompson, a gen- 
tleman who had recently moved to Atlanta, so 
probably he didn’t know any better “The 
Miscellany’s” sensational motto was—‘“Go 
Ahead.” “The Atlanta Republican,” an anti- 
Democratic paper, was founded in 1852 and 
for a time was the official organ of the city 
of Atlantal
